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A  CHALLENGE  TO  FRANCO-PHOBIA 


(A   Review  of  "Wartime  Mission    In   Spain"   by  Carlton   J.    Hayes — Macmillian,   $3.00)

'-«<5  ^i"-  Hayes'  interesting,  factual  account  of 
his  three  years  mission  as  our  ambassador  to 
Spain  during  the  War  , merits  a  prominent  place 
in  the  record  of  our  recent  enigmatic  foreign 
policy.  So  many  false  and  malicious  reports 
about  Franco  and  Spain's  alleged  Facist  or  Axis 
government  have  been  published  or  carried  to 
millions  of  persons  over  the  radio  that  an  un- 
biased report  on  the  subject  from  a  competent 
source  is  gratifying  and  timely. 

As  was  expected,  the  book  has  displeased  the 
numerous  anti-Franco  pressure  groups  in  this 
country.  It  was  hardly  off  the  press  before  the 
anvil  chorus  of  raucous  voices,  unable  to  refute 
or  challenge  Mr.  Hayes'  views,  began  to  clamor 
for  its  suppression.  Hostile  reviews  in  several 
radical  publications,  and  latent  determined  in- 
fluences must  have  made  an  impression,  be- 
cause, strangely,  it  soon  became  difficult  to  buy 
the  book.  Advertisements  of  it  were  practically 
discontinued,  and  requests  for  orders  from  book- 
stores and  eager  individuals  were  delayed  or 
deferred  for  several  weeks.  "Wartime  Mission 
in  Spain"  is  now  on  the  book-shelves  again,  and 
I  urge  all  who  are  interested  in  objective  truth 
to  get  a  copy,  study  it,  and  pass  it  along  to  those 
who  still  think  that  Franco  is  a  sort  of  scourge 
of  civilization  or  at  least  a  thorn  in  the  side 
of  all  peace-loving  nations. 

According  to  Mr.  Hayes,  as  early  as  1942, 
eighty  per  cent  of  the  Spanish  people  were  anti- 
Hitler  and  pro-Ally,  (i.e.  in  favor  of  the  United 
Nations  except  Russia's  communistic  threat) . 
Shortly  after  the  ambassador's  arrival.  Franco 
made  clear  to  him  that  he  was  not  for  an  Axis 
victory  in  Europe,  but  that  Spain's  and  Europe's 
real  threat  was  Atheistic  Communism.  The 
"Caudillo,"  whom  Mr.  Hayes  describes  as  a 
cultured,  honest,  and  intelligent  man,  repeated 
this  conviction  at  frequent  intervals,  even  as 
late  as  the  last  weeks  of  the  latter's  tenure  of 
office.  Recent  trends  in  Spain  and  Europe  seem 
to  vindicate  Franco's  fears.

VETERANS 
ENROLL 


jRjpS.  Fast  approaching  pre-war  registration  the 
student  body  enrollment  reached  1360  when 
another  Freshman  class  was  admitted  this 
month.  Three  hundred  sixty-four  Freshmen 
entered,  297  of  whom  were  veterans.  In  addi- 
tion, 176  veterans  entered  the  Pre-Matricula- 
tion  course.  This  course  is  for  veterans  only, 
and  its  purpose  is  to  prepare  them  for  entrance 
examinations.  The  total  number  of  veterans 
in  the  whole  school  is  805. 

Among  the  veterans  are  many  from  distant 
points  who  entered  Boston  College  due  to  the 
influence  of  students  and  alumni  in  the  serv- 
ice. One  veteran  from  Pittsfield  registered  be- 
cause of  a  B.  C.  man's  "sales  talk"  at  Guadal- 
canal. 

The  presence  of  so  many  out-of-town  stu- 
dents has  created  a  real  housing  problem,  an 
argument  for  dormitories  on  the  campus.  The 
situation  became  so  serious  this  month  that 
an  appeal  was  made  in  the  local  churches  for 
the  parishioners  to  rent  rooms  to  students. 

The  question  is  frequently  raised  whether 
the  College  will  be  able  to  admit  all  candidates 
in  the  near  future.  Because  of  limited  facilities 
this  seems  impossible.  By  September  the  maxi- 
mum enrollment  will  be  reached.  There  will 
be  admitted  all  returning  veterans  who  left  the 
College  to  enter  the  service,  a  normal  Freshman 
class  and  a  limited  number  of  veterans  who  did 
not  attend  the  College  previously.  Transfer  stu- 
dents cannot  be  accommodated.  It  is  recom- 
mended they  return  to  their  own  colleges  where 
they  enjoy  a  priority.  Former  Army  Specialized 
Training  students  of  the  Boston  College  unit 
will  be  looked  upon  by  the  administration  as 
former  students  and  therefore  will  be  accepted. 

Every  facility  will  be  used  to  accelerate  the 
program  of  the  returning  veteran  to  guarantee 
his  graduation  at  the  earliest  possible  date.

third  tank.  The  effective  expenditure  of  his  last 
few  rounds  of  ammunition  and  his  supreme 
courage  reflect  great  credit  upon  himself  and 
the  military  service."

Dan  J.  Carmichael,  Business  School  Faculty, 
Lieutenant  Commander,  USNR.  Awarded  the 
Bronze  Star  for  services  performed  as  a  plan- 
ning and  administrative  officer  at  the  Naval 
Supply  Depot  on  Guam.

VETERANS'  EDUCATION 


Below  are  given  digests  of  the  G.  I.  Bill  and  Public  Law  16  as  summarized  by  the  Nationa 
Council  on  Education.  This  summary  was  published  in  the  November  NEWS,  but  is  again  pre 
sented  because  of  several  changes.  John  F.  Parrel!,  '29,  of  the  Veterans'  Administration,  kindly  pre 
pared  the  present  report.

BASKETBALL 

The  season  opened  with  a  50-44  loss  to  Man- 
hattan, a  game  in  which  the  Eagle  faded  with 
'ictory  within  its  talons.  Then  came  a  thrilling 
J3-50  conquest  at  King's  Point,  with  Wolf  and 
arrington    shooting    the  winning    baskets,    al- 
hough  Kenney  scored  1  8  points.  Fitzgerald  and 
<enney  shared  the  B.  C.   limelight  in  a  38-34 
OSS  to  Villanova,  and  Kenney  led  the  pack  with 
5  points  against  a  vastly  superior  Holy  Cross 
:lub,  that  doubled  the  B.  C.  score,  winning  70- 
9.  In  its  own  class,  the  Eagles  defeated  Provi- 
Jence,  60-47,  as  Kenney  and  Fitzgerald  scored 
5  points  between  them.   N.Y.U.   soundly  beat 
he  Maroon,  63-33,  the  Eagles  playing  entirely 
Dutside   its  own   league.   Again   Kenney  showed 
is  scoring  ability  by  caging  19  points.  Twenty- 
Five  hundred  saw  the   Eagles  defeated,  37-30, 
Dy  Andrews  Post,  American  Legion,  at  Portland, 
^hen  the  Newton  boys  found  the  pace  too  hot 
or  them  in  the  last  10  minutes.  Another  court 
Soliath,  St.  John's,  outclassed  the  Boston  Da- 
•ids,  69-44.  Sharry  was  outstanding  for  B.  C, 
vvhile   Strug,   playing   his   first  game,    scored  4 
and  3.  The  Eagles  played  their  first  basketball 
game  with  Amherst,  setting  up  a  3-2  defense 
and   winning,    67-38.    Bob    Fitzgerald    shot    18 
points,  and  Ray  Carr,  playing  for  the  first  time, 
scored   16,  as  the  Eagles  returned  to  their  own 
class  in  New  England  college  basketball.   Holy 
Cross  won  handily  in  the  second  game  of  the 
series,  defeating  the  Maroon,  62-46,  in  a  game 
far  closer  than   the   first  contest,   and  a  game 
in  which  Kenney  and  Carr  vied  with  O'Connell 
and   Kafton   in   brilliance,  as  the   two  Newport 
boys  scored   16  and  14  points.

The  informal  hockey  team,  made  possible  by 
the  spirit  of  the  boys  themselves,  has  done  it- 
self proud,  and  we  hope  that  the  team  will  be 
recognized  and  letters  awarded.  Coached  and 
captained  by  John  Buckley,  the  first  coach-cap- 
tain since  Walter  Falvey  in  1919,  the  six  have 
played  representative  hockey. 

The  hockey  team  has  done  well.  Meeting 
club  teams  as  well  as  college  sixes,  the  team  is 
fast  and  well-coached.  Two  games  of  an  excit- 
ing series  with  the  Crusaders  have  been  split, 
and  a  third  game  is  in  the  offing.  Defeated  at 
Worcester  in  a  thrilling  contest,  4-0  (two  goals 
coming  in  the  last  few  minutes) ,  the  Eagles 
rallied  magnificently  to  win  at  the  Skating  Club, 
3-2,  with  Boston  dominating  the  play  through- 
out. Don  Bussiere,  Montreal  star,  with  two  goals 
and  two  assists,  was  the  outstanding  Crusader 
at  Worcester,  but  Soccorso  did  well  in  the  nets. 
At  Boston  the  Eagles  ran  up  a  3-0  lead  that  the 
excellent  net-minding  of  Collins  held  until  the 
last  five  minutes.  A  B.  C.  defense,  with  wings 
playing  wide,  slowed  the  dashes  of  Bussiere. 
Scores  were  made  by  Gorman,  Fitzgerald  and 
Leary.  The  brand  of  game  turned  in  by  the  un- 
der-dog  Eagles  should  attract  a  throng  for  the 
play-off.  Only  when  the  examination-riddled 
Eagles  met  Dartmouth  at  Hanover  were  the 
Newton  boys  outclassed,  for  an  excellent  Jere- 
miah-coached six  turned  on  the  heat,  and  the 
score  was  kept  within  bounds  only  by  the  ex- 
cellent net-tending  of  John  Spinney,  who  made 
a  Hanover  record  of  59  stops,  to  put  Spinney 
in  the  same  class  as  earlier  Eagle  goalies,  Fitz- 
gerald, Ready,  Moore  and  Carey.
